Dox owners are reminded by 
the Mains Fish and Game Dept. 
that {t Is now unlawful for dogs 
ta roam af large In areas fre- 
quented by deer. 

The owner or keeper of any 
dog found in a deer areca he- 
tween Dee. 1 and June $0 fs sub. 
ject to a fine of up fo $50 and 
may olso loze his dog, 

Game wardens are authorlzed 
by Maine law to destroy any 
deer-ehaging dog, but rather than 
do this they would prefer to eco 
the pet kept under control by 
is owner. 

The law is designed to protect 
deer through winter months 
when escape from dogs fs offen 
hindered by deep snow or clip- 
pery footing. Each year oa niume 
her of deer are killed and others 
horrassed unnecessarily by dogs 
which are allowed to roam une 
attended 

Records kept by game waracns 
show that dogs are second only 
’o nutomobiles In causing out-of- 
hunting-season deer deaths.
